CAJPITAUSM THE CAtTSE OF MODEBN WABS; SO¬ 
CIALISM THE CURE. 

For the smile of a ‘w6man» or beoatwo of ihe frown of a man, 
nations um^ to go to war. Troops were hurled aj^inst troops, 
cannon were trained upon cannon, cities were destroyed and 
thousands’wero rc.iWe to suffer or to dio because two quarreling 
Tukrfl had willed it so. The rulers were ererything, tlie people 
notiling and the iniured ‘lionor*' of a king, or the rufRed feel¬ 
ings of an emperor were enough to set- their respective subjects 
to Slaughtering each other. 

Times have changed since them, and the causes of wars 
have changed with them. Xations no longer go to war because 
a court’beautv desires a ruler to humble the occupant ul another 
throne. Nor does that shadowy thing 'so often rekrred to as 
“national-hopor"’ play much of a par; in the cames of modem 
wa*^. The peopU of one nation do not now, nor did tliey ever, 
insult the ‘people of another nation. The people of one nation 
anr seldom if ever angry at the people of another nation, ^nd 
when the statesmen of one nation, representing the ruling class 
of that naKon, insult the ruling class of pother nation, the 
brawling rulers usually find a way to thrc.«h ^t their differences 
outside the battlefield. For, with education more generally 
diffused, the members of the working* class of the world, who 
have alwavR fought the battles, will nojpnger consent to go to 
wai- merely to gratify the whim or the pique of a ruler. That 
is to say, the members of the working dafises of the most en- 
iightenod nations will no longer consent to ws^c such wars. 
The Turks and the natives of some other semi-civilized or bar¬ 
barous states would doubtleRs go to war for any reason that 
their respective rulers might trum up, merely because they do 
not know anv better; but we .\mericans, for instance,would not 
^ in favor of going to war with Great Britain, merely because 
King Edward might have made some slurring remark about us. 
Nor^are the peoples of other enlightened nations less wise. 

But while the causes of wars have changed and the more 
deadly weapons in use have made wars so costly, of life and 
treasure that they arc Icsr frequent than of old, the world is still 
ifouhled with wars. Not only is the world still troubled with 
wars, but it is cursed with more fiendish wars than ever were 
known at any previous time in its history. The ingenuity of 
man has been exhausted to make war more deadly than ever 
before. Machine guns on land vomit out bullets like hail fal¬ 
ling on a tin roof and every bullet may moan a widow or an 
orphaned chjld. On the sea, the floating fortres.ses stand hack 
ten miles-and hurl their buf.iting charges into the camp of nn 
enemy. Below the surface of the waves, the sub-marine sliips 
steal unflccn upon the battleships and with one terrific shot of 
gun-cotton or nitro-glycerinc, hurl a thousand men into eter- 
nib'. .A.nd. asif this were not enough, warring nations scatter 
the seas with floating explosives to the end that a passing war¬ 
ship. its crew resting in fancied security in the apparent ab¬ 
sence of an enemy,. m 4 y ho blown to pieces in the twinkling of 
sn eye. * Thus did Admiral Makaroff and his crew go down to 
their death in April, lfi04, in the war between Kussia and .lapnn. 
Thus did the Japanese hattlcRhip TIatsuse and her crew go down 
a month later. And for what are such terrible crucltie.s prac¬ 
ticed? For trade. For profits. Bccau.se the wars of today arc 
Y)mracrcial wars. 

, ^ “Gold la good - they hnped|to hold It. 

Life waa cheap wherefore they sold It,” 
to use a modified version of Mr. Kipling’s lines, is an adequate 
enumeration of the causes and impulses of the ruling cla.sscs of 
the nations in bringing about wars, the fact aiway.s being kept 
in mind that it is the lives of the working cla.sa and not tlirir 
own tliat the, .-ulcrs "seir* for gold. 

Whv is tub so? Why are wars fought for trade—live.s 
saeriHccd to a lust for gold? Go back a little. Go back to the 
introduction of machinery into productive industry—the ma¬ 
chinery that has increased the productivity of labor that men 
arc able to live as they now live on one fifth of their products. 


we are anxious to force our surplus products, offer any hint of 
our real purpose? Does tho fact that American capitalists are 
seeking franchises in the Philippines and plaoniM in every con¬ 
ceivable way to exploit the natural resources and ihe lab<»r of the 
islands throw any additionailicht on the q»ie»tion of why “Duty 
and Destiny” so suddenly ratae ft manifest that we should 
come holders of subiect peoplerf? .\nd, as a matter of fact, is 
there an;, reason to doubt that Senator Beveridge, of Indiana, 
after vi.«itiiig the islands, failed to state his paii}'s :*lio!c case 
in a nutshell when be came home and advocated the ictcntion 
of the islands on the ground that “It would pay?*’ Yet six 
years’ occupation of the Philippines—occupation that has 
“paid” or is cxjv.^ited to ®pay'* somebody—has cost us thousands 
of lives and hundreds of millions of dollars. 

Other nations plunge into commercial wars for the same 
rcasoBii—to find markets for their surpliw pro<lucU or lo acquire 
more territory to which some of their i'ongcste<l populations may 
be lured. Why. if not for both of these reasons and the addl'd 
incentive of rich gold mines, did Great Britain find it advi.s- 
ahlc to s|H'nd a billion dollars to eru.'*h out the .^uth .\frican 
republics? By trumping up fraudulent ap|>oal.s to the patriot¬ 
ism of the Koglish workingmen, the English statesmen sue- 
ceeded in inducing tile toiler* of the kingdom to fight the battle^ 
of tl»c Briti>ih capitalist.*; hut there was never any inspiration 
for the B<ier war, so far as the Hrtish government wa.* *on- 
corned. hut pounds ami pence—and the pounds and pence were 
for the Hnti*h capitalisis—not for the British workingmen who 
did the fighting. For it wa.s doubtless ohsened tlint a* .-soon as 
the war was over and work' in the mine* was resumed, the 
Hriti*h government, instead of maintaining conditions that 
would have created an op|)ortunity for the greatest number of 
wliite men to labor in the mines, eoneludeil a treaty with (’hina 
by mean* of which coolie lalior was imported lo South .\friea 


to mmkA production equal the demands of the penpfe for bon- 
mmption. In 1896, Thomas R. Malihus issued in England .a 
pamphiat in which he showed that inasmneh as population, un¬ 
checked* tended to increase more rapidly &an prMuction, it was 
the patriotic duty of some of those who loved their kind to rv- 
frain from marriage, or at least to refrain from becoming 
parents. 

Then along came the machine and what had become known 
as the “Malthusian theory” ceased to incite alarm. The pCT- 
fection of the steam engine and the introduction of electricity 
as a motive power still further increased the productivity of 
labor, which, even in 1850, had become so great that, according 
to Carroll D. Wright, for many years United States commissioner 
of labor, there occurred the first panic due to the modem cause 
of “over-productipn.” In other words, the introduction of ma¬ 
chinery into industry solved thequestionof production by show¬ 
ing the world how in p»-*»duce enough for its needs. 

But in soMiig one problem it created anotlwr—tho problem 
of how to dispose of surplus proilucts—the exi-ess of the work- 
esa’ products o\-cr their wages wliich the capitalists withheld as 
profits. And from the beginning, this became an important 
problem for two rca.*ons: 

1. —Becau.se the capitalist.* could not make profits imlos* 
the workers w ere employed : 

2. —Because no government could long exist under which 
the working cln.*.* wa* in a chronic state of idlems.*—the suffer¬ 
ing people would arise and overthrow their government. 

Tho problem of the statesmen of all indu.«trifll nations for 
the last .50 years—parrieul.vrly during the Ia*t 20 years—h«s 
boon how to find market* for the mnnufaeturing industries of 
their respeciivo nations. .\nd coupled with this, there ha.s been 
manifested a strong desire on the part of every great nation 
and .*onie of the smaller ones, to relieve the pressure at home 
due lo poverty hv conquering and anne.\ing other land.*. The 
conquering and annexing of other land.*, like the gaining of 
foreign markets, served a twofold purpose: 

1. —They furnished new fields for evploitHiiim and there¬ 
fore profits for the capitalists: 

2, —By eneouraging emigration, they relieved the competi¬ 
tion for jobs at home and therefqre tended to the sfcurily of 
governments hv diminishing tho unrc.«t of the |M*oplc due to 
poverty.

It is but the Interpre¬ 
tation of what is, sooner or later, Inevitable. Capitalism it already struggling to Its destruction. It is no longer oom- 
SaaiAHmm to organize or administer tne work of the world, or even to preserve itself. The captains of in- 

” dustry are appalled at their own Inability to control or direct the rapidly aociallzlng forces of Industry. 
laarttsbla. *o-called trust is but a sign and form of the develo, ing soclalisiation of the world’s work. The 
univaraal incresse of the uncertainty of ezaployment, the universal capitalist determination to break down the unity of 
Isboi in the trades unioot, the widespread apprehensions ef impending change, reveal that the inatitutions of capitaliat 
society arc paastng under the power of Inhering forces that will soon destroy them. 

Into the'midst of the strain and criiia of civilliation. the Socialist movement comes si the only saving or conser¬ 
vative force. If the world is to be saved from chaoa, from universal disorder and misery, it must be by the union of 
the workers of all natlona in the Socialist movement. The Socialist party comet with the only preposition or program 
for Intelligently and deliberately organising the nation for the common good of all its citizens. It is the first time that 
the mind of man has ever been directed toward the conscious organisation of society. 

Socialism meant that all those things upon which the people in common depend shall by the people in common be 
owned and administered. It means that the toola of employment shall belong to their creators and users; that all pro¬ 
duction shall be for the direct use of the producers; that the making of goods for profit aball come to an end; that we 
shall all be workers together; and that aU opportunities shall be open and equal to ail men. 

To the end that the workers may seize every poesible advantage that may strengthen them to gain complete con¬ 
trol of the powers of government, and thereby the sooner establish the co-operative commonwealth, the Socialist party 
pledges it self to watch and work In both the tconomic and the political struggle for each sncceuive lamadlata 
immediate interest of the working class; for shottenod days of labor and increaaes of wages; for the 
insurance of the workers a>lDSt accident, alckntas and lack of employment; for pensions for aged and oamaoas. 
exhansted workers; for the public ownerahip of the meant of transportation, communication and exchange; foi the 
graduated taxation of incomes, Inheritanoea, franebisM and land values, the proceeds to be applied to the public em¬ 
ployment and improvement of the conditions of the workers;'for the complete educalioo of children, and their freedom 
from the workihop; for the equal suffrage of men and women; for the prevention of the use of the military against 
labor In the settlement of strikes; for the free administration of justice; for popular government, Including initiative, 
referendum, proportional rsprssentation. equal suffrage and municipal home rule, and the recall of officers by tbsir con¬ 
stituents; and for every gain or advantage for the workers that may be wrested from the capitaliat system, and that 
may relieve the tufiering and strengthen the hands of labor. We lay upon every man elected to any executive or legia- 
lativs office tbs first duty of strMng to procure whatever is for the workers’ most immediate interest, and for whatever 
will lessen the economic and political powers of the capdtalift, and iocreaae the like powers of the worker. 

But, in so doing, we are using thsse remedial meaaurea as means to the one great end of the co-operative commoo- 
wealth. Such meaturet of relief es we may be able to force from capitalism are but a preparation of the workers to 
seize the whole powers of government, in order that they may thereby lay hold of the whole system of industry, and 
thus come into their rightful inheritance. 

To thia end we pledge ourselves, ss the party of the working clast, to use all political power, as feat as it shall be 

entrusted to ui by our fellow-workers, both for their immediate interests snd for their ultimate and complete emancipa- 

• > tion. To this end we appsAI to all the workers of Amsrica, and to all who will lend their lives to tho 

* service of the workers in tbslr struggle to gain their own, and to all who will nobly and disinterestedly 

ro taa tntrglss unto the workers* cause, to caet in their lot and faith with the Soctsliat 

Werkan. p^rty. And we appeal only to what we, and the men and women whom we represent, ere ready to give 
and have given. Our appeel for the trust and snflragsa of our fellow-workers is at once an appeal for their common 
good and freedom, and for the freedom and bk>eaomlng of our common humanity. In pledging ourselves, and those we 
represent, to be faithful to the appeal which we make, we believe that we are but prepatmg the soil of that economic 
freedom from which wiD spring the freedom of the whole man.

There¬ 
fore a platform mixed with the eco¬ 
nomic interests of any other element 
of society is not a Socialist platform. 
To thoronghly understand thia, a 
Socialist must be class-conscious 
from the standpoint of the interests 
of the wage-working class. 

5. Remember: Thai the affairs of 
the Socialist party at every point 
should be kept in the hands of real 
Socialists, and never trusted to pbteh 
work “reformers" and sentimental¬ 
ists who want a Socialism that suits 
everybody. 

6. nemember: That to be a good 
Socialist it takes something more 
than to simply say “I am a Social¬ 
ist” To be a good Socialist, you 
must thoroughly under.=tand the 
principles and purposes of Socialism 
and square yourself to a program in 
harmony therewith. The local should 
take pains to see that all its mem¬ 
bers are well educated in the party’s 
doctrine and taotic.s. Every member 
should read and study carefully the 
"Communist Manifesto,’’ by Marx

Ileimen Shinbum, the .Japanese 
•Socialist paper, has this to say of 
the 'JVansvaal and rVsiatic labor im¬ 
portation : 

Since the Boer war, gold produc¬ 
tion in the Transvaal has decreased 
a great deal, the amount being not 
more than two-thirds of the volume 
reached before the war. The min¬ 
ing companies have been endeavor¬ 
ing to grt permission from the au¬ 
thorities to import Chinese coolies. 
When we heard about it, we thought 
it would give a good opportunity for 
.Asiatic laborers to enter into a new 
field of activity in South Africa, but 
we are greatly disappointed since wc 
have iearaed what the regulations 
are defining the conditions under 
which .Asiatic laborers may be 
brougtit in. The principal provisions 
are as follows: 

1. No Asiatir laborer thaH be empJov- 
rd except in unekilled labor in tke 
mine,. 

8 At tbe expiration of three yearn or 
five years, unless he renewa bis contract, 
the laborer shall be returned to tbe 
country from which he is brought. 

S. While working in tbe mines be sbaii 
not leave the premises on which he is 
employed without a permit signed by. 
to suthorixed person, and no permit 
ehall corer more than forty-eight hours. 

A, The contractor who importi the 
laborers shall be rcaponaible for their 
return at tba expiration of the eontmet, 
and his rights over the leborers cannot

Injuatie® to the roan U clear, hecaiiae while hia wifeV'earninga may 
tunply to hlmaelf and the family what the hoaaehold loaea by her want of ap- 
plwatloa to houaehold puranfta, thia la entirely optional with the wife: and I 
ohaerve that In general ahe feela what the earns la her own. to the excluaion of 
her huahand'a right in It. - She doea not perceive that ahe ia in equity t>nnml to 
yield li«r husband a right in her earning® equal to the coit of her auppnrt, And 
the amount of the losa or extra expense the household tirJergoes through her 
engai^ng In huaineaa otitalde. If she dki ®o, this would economically adjust 
one of the hiequalitica attendant upon the work of women.” 

In shoa-ing that the emplonnent of women is a mistake from the 
standpoint'of efficiency and economy and-that her employment really 
mak(;s tho cost of production higher than it would otherwise be (al¬ 
though it would bo pre.sumed that the employers, who liave-becn ex- 
peiimentirg with female labor for quite a pumber of years and have 
had pleniy of experience, would he the beat judges a.s to that, not to 
speak of the nndonhted financial advantage in hiring women as maeliinc 
tenders, where the machine seta the pace). Jlrs. Thompson says: 

“These provi^ionj are significant of their economy and purport®, os one Is 
a familiar visitor in toilet-rooms of mercantile institutions and daily witnessea 
one or more female employeea stretched on a couch, worn nut, aick—thus 
demonstrating that, as o claas, women workers not only increase the cost of 
produ-'tioti, but diminish its efficiency. The cheapness of woman labor offsets in 
a mrnaure the increased cost, but such are the demands of marriage, and such 
the physical unreliability of the set that to substitute cheap woman labor for 
men is to sulwtitiite a less for a greater efficiency, a fluctuating for a constant 
force in production—it is. In short, mere money saving, not economy,. More* 
over, B.s women engage in men’s work, they withdraw an indispensable force 
from itousehold production, which has the effect of increasing the cost of living 
while at the fMme time debasing the value of labor. The wages of women being 
flxed w,*thoiit reference to the cost of living, they tend, in competing wdth men.

It was the home i** Paul Grottkau, a pioneer leader of Socialism both in Germany and the United Statea, 
and many of the older comrades were compatriots of Liebknecht and even of Weitling, and had been active in 
the Sodal-Deraociatic and Communistic movement io Germany. These pioneers laid the foundations for Milwau¬ 
kee's strong movement of the present day. And so It has fallen to Milwaukee to take the lead in laying down the 
rule of conduct for the Socialist aldermen who will sooner or later exist in all the other cities. You should be posted 
on what the Milwaukee experiment develops and in hrder to be posted you must be a subscriber to this paper.
